Signs over indiana seems to in^: 
dicate this may not b e such a 
good y ear for farmers in many 
parts of the state who grow to­ 
matoes and other vegetab les to 
sell to canneries. 
Prices so far announced gen­ 
erally are lower and in some cas­ 
es canning factories will contact 
with growers for fewer acres of 
produce than last y ear. 
The Big Morgan Packing com­ 
pany of Austin, which has a 
string of plants b uy ing in sever­ 
al counties of southern Indiana, 
has set 1938 prices from a dollar 
to two dollars a ton b elow those 
paid last y ear. 
Cannery officials b lamed un­ 
certain market conditions for 
the cut. 
The company will pay $11 a ton 
for tomatoes, or a dollar less; $8 
a ton for evergreen sweet com, 
$2 less, and $10 a ton for coun­ 
try gentleman sweet com, also 
$2 less. 
Prices for tomatoes and ever­ 
green com are the same as two 
y ears ago. That for country 
gentleman corn is a dollar high­ 
er than it was then.

SPIES AT WORK 
The story of far-flung esp ionage told follow­ 
ing arrests in New York by agents of the Fed­ 
eral Bureau of Inv estigation is of the material 
from which E. Phillip s Op p enheim weav es his 
nov els of international intrigue. Unhap p ily , how­ 
ev er, this is no fictional romance. It is stark 
reality and it is also one more reminder that, 
remote though we are, so far as distance is con­ 
cerned, from ’Europ e's troubles scene, we are 
nev ertheless within the scop e of the intrigues 
of Europ e’s p lotters and consp irators, ju st as we 
were more than twenty y ears ago, when v on 
Pap en, Dumba and Boy -Ed directed the ex ten­ 
siv e machinations of the Central Powers on the 
American continent. 
It is p ossible that the full imp ort of the latest 
consp iracy will nev er be known to the American* 
p eop le. National interest usually dictates in 
cases like this that there shall be a certain 
amount of concealment. It is at least certain, 
howev er, that d Europ ean sp y corp s has been 
op erating in the United States; that information 
concerning mobilization p lans and defense of 
the Panama Canal has been obtained and has 
been furnished to a Europ ean gov ernment. 
The p rincip als in the esp ionage consp iracy , 
two men, both of whom hav e serv ed in the 
United States Army , and a woman, are Germans. 
The information obtained is rep orted to hav e 
been tu rned ov er to the German Gov ernment. 
It is rep orted that the information gathered by 
the sp y corp s was not of v ital imp ortance. Nev er­ 
theless, the op erations of these esp ionage agents, 
all of whom are rep uted to hav e made full con­ 
fessions, constitute another dusturbing ev idence 
of the difficulty of remaining aloof from Europ e’s 
troubles and Europ e’s intrigues. 


PRICES THAT ARE RIGHT 
The question as to what are right p rices dates 
back many centuries. No doubt under the shad­ 
ows of the p y ramids of Egy p t the seller and buy er 
argued often on whether the p rice tag told a 
lie. In different p eriods men hav e had different 
way s of arriv ing at what they considered right 
p rices. 
It is held that p rev ious to the latter 
p art of the nineteenth century the moral side 
of this question was giv en more consideration 
than it receiv es today , when p rices are regarded 
p erhap s too much of an economic question. 
We should fare ill, howev er, if so large an 
element as the moral element is felt to be, were 
left out of consideration. The economist may 
look on our social order as an indu strial mechan­ 
ism, bu t he will hav e difficulty in p ersuading the 
v ast majority of our citizens that there is not a 
right and wrong ev en in matters that p ertain to 
p rice. 
Pop ular op inion is likely to agree with that of 
an ex p ert who recently defined right p rices as 
“p rices which will make goods mov e.” The mere 
p ossession of a commodity does not alway s giv e 
the p ossessor the right to charge whatev er he 
p leases. He may charge all the traffic will bear, 
bu t the p ublic has of late taken a somewhat 
wholesome interest in seeing to it that the traf­ 
fic isn’t made to bear too much. It has been 
known to do its buy ing in p laces where the traf­ 
fic is made to bear a little less. 
As the p ublic becomes more and more ex act­ 
ing in its demands that p rices shall be right, it 
becomes more and more the p roblem of the seller 
to conv ince the buy er of the reasonableness of 
his p rices. As long as we can maintain flex ible 
and comp etitiv e markets free from artificial 
control, it will be increasingly difficult for the 
seller to p ush goods at any bu t the right p rices.

Persons who hav e been sp ecially p riv ileged in religion tend to 
establish some kind of monop olistic control of the consequences 
of their ex p erience. This is natu ral, and up to a p oint, right. They 
must not allow their tru st to be dissip ated. But p rimitiv e Chris­ 
tianity soon became something more than a matter of hav ing seen 
Jesus in the flesh. There is, at first, a touch of p athos in that ref­ 
erence to “strangers scattered throu ghou t Pontus, Galatia, Cap p a- 
docia, Asia, and Bithy nia.” Not one of them had seen Jesus when 
he was on earth. They were late-comers and outsiders, who 
seemed to hav e only the remotest chance of ev er becoming Chris* 
tians. Yet in this p assage Christianity is being made accessible 
to them, and throu gh them to us twentieth-centu ry citizens of a 
still more distant land — “whom hav ing not seen y e lov e.” 
Pray er: Grant to us, O God, that by the ey e of faith which p arts 
the v eils of time and sense, we may behold thy Christ in the world 
which is unseen and eternal, throu gh the same Jesus Christ our 
Lord.
